In fa ct, 
the re is suspicion tha t the y cove rtly e ncoura ge d 
it. Nothing would ple a se the m be tte r tha n to 
ha ve Hitle r e x ha ust himse lf a ga inst Russia a nd 
le a ve Engla nd a nd Fra nce the ma ste rs of Europe .
